They then w ent to the 
company store and drove out 
the 
clerks and helped themselves to eata­ 
bles. 
After leaving notice th a t they 
would kill anybody who started to 
work a t the 69-cent rate they marched 
to Moon Run. 
The company has ap­ 
pealed to the sheriff for protection. 
President McBride was hanged in 
•effigy a t a mass-meeting of strikers at 
H ays crossing, near McDonald, on the 
P anhandle railroad. 
Three thousand 
men attended a meeting a t McDonald 
and denounced their officers for com­ 
prom ising a t t>9 cents. A district dele­ 
gate convention will be held Friday, 
w hen the strikers will decide w hether 
to go to work a t the term s agreed to 
a t Columbus. 
President Cairns feels 
confident th a t when the agreem ent is 
understood by the miners the action of 
the officials will be ratified and the 
men will return to work.

Columbus Scale Causing Grave D issatisfac­ 
tion— Ft w Accept It’s Terms. 


Co l u m b u s

mining rate agreed upon by the joint 
conference of operators and miners in 
this city last Monday w ill not be in­ 
dorsed by the strikers in the Hocking 
Valley. 
The feeling against its ac­ 
ceptance has been intensified by Presi­ 
d e n t A. A. Adams of the Ohio district, 
who refused to sign the scale, ad­ 
dressing the m alcontents a t various 
points in the valley and urging them 
to organize against the settlem ent To 
th a t end local conventions have been 
called at Gloucester, New Straitsville, 
Nelsonville, Corning, 
Buchtel 
and 
other places to be held Saturday to 
take definite action against the 
CO 
cent rate. 
The men are h itte r against 
their executive officers for formally 
agreeing to accept the 60 cent sched­ 
ule in the Hocking Valley well know­ 
ing th a t it would not be acceptable. 
I t is believed the outcome will be the 
organization of a new miners’ body, 
a t the head of which President Adams 
of Ohio and others will appear. 
President McBride, Vice-President 
Penna, Secretary McBryde, Cameron 
M iller of Ohio, and several other mem­ 
bers of the executive board of the 
United Mine W orkers of America are 
in the city aw aiting events. President 
McBride and the other officials expect 
a radical change in sentim ent as soon 
as the circulars explaining why they 
consented to a reduction in the scale 
for mining are received and under­ 
stood by the rank and file of the min­ 
ers. 
President McBride reiterates the 
statem ent th a t the miners will accept 
the situation and return to work 
w ithin a reasonable time. 
S p r in g V a l l e y , HL, June 14.—Ten 
thousand miners m et here yesterday

They adopted resolutions 
calling en the executive board of the 
Miners’ union to resign and demanded 
an election for officers a t an early day.

Silver and Paper 
At Last. 


W a s h in g t o n , 
June 
14. — Repre­ 
sentative W alker of Massachusetts, a 
veteran member of the committee on 
banking and the 
senior republican 
member of the committee, says th a t in 
his opinion the question of banking 
and currency about to be m atured into 
a comprehensive system by a select 
committee of five members under a 
recent vote of the banking committee, 
is the most im portant subject before 
congress. 
Sealed ballots are now be­ 
ing filed for the purpose of selecting 
the committee of five. 
Each mem­ 
ber of the banking committee has 
a vote and names five of his associates 
on the committee. 
The seals will be 
broken Friday and the five members 
haying the largest num ber of votes 
will constitute the committee. 
Mr. 
W alker has urged th a t no votes be 
given to himself. Springer, W arner or 
Sperry, as each has a banking bill to 
which he naturally would be inclined. 
The entire purpose of forming the 
select committee is to break away 
from the present bills and to get up a 
broad banking system with such good 
features of all bills as may recom­ 
mend themselves. 
“The committee of five will sit con­ 
tinuously,” said Mr. Walker, “with a 
view of reporting the work to the 
house by June 27 to insure positive re­ 
sults. 
Recent discussion in the house 
and in committee has made the sub­ 
stantial features of the system reason­ 
ably certain. 
It will be in the direc­ 
tion 
of 
national 
currency 
and 
national 
banking and away from 
state banking, and based on gold 
and silver instead of bonds. 
The gen­ 
eral desire is to create a system of 
national banks which shall proceed 
along lines parallel to the present na­ 
tional banks. 
The latter will be 
merged gradually into and absorbed 
by the new system. 
As the charters 
of the old banks expire they will be 
given charters under the new bank­ 
ing system. 
Thus the old and new 
system s can proceed by parallel lines 
w ithout any disarrangem ent of either 
system.” 
Mr. W alker was asked w hat the new 
system of banks would have to do 
with the issuance of money, 
“The 
bill undoubtedly will provide for do­ 
ing away with the various forms of 
currency now issued and the substitu­ 
tion therefor cf a uniform 
paper 
money issued 
by 
the governm ent 
through the banks. 
At present the 
government circulates treasury' notes, 
greenbacks, silver 
certificates, 
and 
various 
kinds 
of 
currency, 
and 
the 
government 
undertakes 
to 
make 
good 
money. 
But 
the 
purpose 
will 
be 
to 
make 
the 
national banks the sole source of is­ 
suing currency 
under 
governm ent 
supervision and direction. 
The gov­ 
ernm ent will thus be relieved of the 
burden of issuing, circulating cand 
is ! currently 
redeeming these 
various 
L. forms of currency and the entire re- 
Dl sponsibility will be placed on the 
banks. 
This national 
bank 
cur­ 
rency 
would 
be 
surrounded 
by 
all 
the 
safeguards of 
the pres­ 
ent law and such other safeguards 
insure 
its 
proper re­ 
in snort, the federal gov­ 
ernm ent will be relieved of direct at­ 
tention to the issuance of money and 
all responsibility for keeping it ‘good 
money7,’ and yet will insure the public 
th at every dollar issued by the na­ 
tional banks is good and redeemable 
the country over. ” 
“Can such a measure be passed a t 
the present session?” Mr. W alker was 
asked. 
“ Possibly not,” said he, “but it will 
serve a valuable purpose to business.

DEFENDS STANFORD’S MEMORY. 


Senator 
Perkin* 
Denies 
the 
Geary 
Charges Made In the H ouse. 
W a s h in g t o n , 
June ll. — Senator 
Perkins took occasion a t the opening 
of the session of the senate to briefly 
defend the memory of the late Leland 
Stanford from the charge made by 
Representative Geary a few days agot 
th at he had founded the Stanford uni­ 
versity of a spirit of revenge and re­ 
sentm ent because he had not been 
elected a trustee of the University of 
California. 
A resolution by Senator M organ was 
passed calling on the secretary of the 
treasury for certain inform ation: 
I. 
W hat am ount of gold coin has been 
received by the treasury departm ent 
since Nov. I, 1893? 2. How much was 
received from the sale of bonds and to 
r/a a t persons or banking institutions 
such bonds were sold? 3. W hat out* 
standing obligations have been re­ 
deemed in gold since th a t date it was 
adopted? 
Senator Hoar offered a resolution 
calling on the President to inform the 
senate as to any contemplated retalia­ 
tion by foreign governments on ac­ 
count of the proposed imposition of a 
discrim inating duty on sugar against 
bounty giving countries, or the abro­ 
gation of reciprocity treaties under 
the act of 1890. 
On motion of Senator Vilas, three 
bills providing one additional Circuit 
judge each for the Seventh, Eighth 
and N inth judicial districts 
were 
passed, and then the tariff debate was 
resumed, the pending question being 
Senator Peffer’s amendm ent to re­ 
store 50 per cent of the duty on raw 
wools. 
Senator Sherman was recog­ 
nized and made a vigorous speech 
against free wooL 
Mr. 
Dubois (rep., Idaho) followed 
Mr. 
Sherman in a strong 
protest 
against placing wool on the free list as 
disastrous to the great sheep raising 
industry of this section. 
In conclu­ 
sion he reiterated his appeal to the re­ 
publican side to allow the bill to bo 
prom ptly disposed o f Bad as existing 
conditions were the present uncer­ 
tainty and doubt should be set a t re st 
Mr. Stew art (pop. Nev.) next took 
the floor and made 
an 
argum ent 
against free wooL 
Mr. Ijansbrough (rep., N. D.) said he 
opposed the bill on account of its dis­ 
criminations, its sectional inequali­ 
ties, and its false pretenses. 
He wa£ 
succeeded by Mr. Shoup (rep, Idaho), 
who also opposed free wool as disas­ 
trous to one of the chief industries of 
his state.

Mr. Mitchell (rep , Ore.) said fret 
wool m eant absolute destruction to 
the wool-growing industry of Oregon, 
an industry which had grown to be of 
vast importance to the state.

receives 
$6,088.86. 
This rum would appear as 
a large donation from the state but 
for the fact th at Rock county paid in 
considerably more than is received. 
Rock county’s apportionment of the 
one mill school tax in 1883, which 
raised the above sam, was $25,498, be­ 
ing over five thousand dollars in ex­ 
cess of the amount returned. 
Janes­ 
ville paid over one thousand dollars 
more than received. 
The money is raised by tax, on a 
basis of one mill on the dollar, and is 
apportioned for capita according .to 
school census, being $1,357 per capita 
on 638,311 children. 
The amount ap­ 
portioned is $866,187.74. 
The figures show th at the growth 
of the school fund income has rsthes 
more kept pace with the growth in

The 
body is then in a relaxed condition, which 
renders it peculiarly susceptible to even a 
slight chill, and the open windows that 
allow the entrance of delightfully cool 
breezes will also admit rheumatism and 
neuralgia, against which wool is the surest 
armor. 
A woman whose circulation is equable 
and whose movements are constitutionally 
slow runs no danger of becoming over­ 
heated and may safely wear linen and 
muslin at all times, as she is not open to 
atmospheric influences, but her more sen­ 
sitive sister, whose skin flushes and pales 
with slight cause, 'who exercises actively 
and feels the consequent reaction and 
whose nerves are easily affected, must 
guard against sudden changes of tempera­ 
ture if she wishes to keep thoroughly well, 
and wool is the best protection she can 
have.

C ircum stances in th e R eig n o f G eorge IV 
T h a t Sent M aster W ork m en H ere. 
It is a tradition among the gilders 
of New York th at they owe their 
peculiar skill to the redecoration of 
AVindsor castle at the command of 
George IV. 
Every available gilder of 
London was busied for a long time in 
gilding the palace, and when the 
work was done many of them found 
th a t their places in the trade had 
been taken by apprentices. 
Unable 
to find work at home, many came to 
America, and some established them­ 
selves in New York. 
These men 
taught their a rt to Americans, and 
the gilders of this country are now 
among the best in the world. 
The 
trade languished for a time in the 
face of cheap processes and cheap ma­ 
terials, but the taste for first-rate 
gilding, w hether it be p i^u re frames, 
or furniture or walls, has never really 
gone out. 
The trade has been split up into 
subtrades, and just now the stencil 
fresco painters are quarreling w ith 
the gilders over tho question as to 
which class of artisans shall do the 
gilding of interior decorations. 
The 
gilders, who regard their trade as an 
art, look upon th a t of the stencil 
frescoers as merely mechanical.

sheriff. 
Caldw ell Says H e Didn't Hear. 
The bed down stairs occupied by 
Caldwell was all disturbed, and had 
the appearance of being well occu­ 
pied. 
A little daughter occupied a 
small cot on the floor in the chamber 
where her father was shot. 
“ I did 
not hear the gun,” said Mr. Caldwell, 
to a Gazette reporter. 
“ The first I 
knew of the snooting was when Mrs. 
Mosher called me.”

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BROWN 
SUGAR. 


I t Is B eing R ap id ly S u p p lan ted by th e 
W h ite C ry stals. 
Many roots are tolerably rich in 
sugar—everybody must have noticed 
its presence in carrots, from which, 
indeed, it has even at times been 
commercially extracted. 
But sugar 
is still more abundant in the beet, 
whose juice contains about fifteen 
per cent of crystallizable sucrose. 
As an industry, the production of 
beet-sugar has a curious history. 
It 
originated in France under Napoleon 
I., when the English blockade pre­ 
vented communication with M artin­ 
ique and H aiti It grew rapidly after 
the emancipation of the slaves in 
the British dominions; and being 
fostered by governments on the con­ 
tinent, it is now beginning to drive 
the poor; antiquated and superannu­ 
ated cane entirely out of the m arket 
Of recent years, by far the larger 
part of the sugar employed in Eng­ 
land is of French origin, or “made 
in Germany.11 
T h a t says the Cornhill Magazine, 
is one of the reasons why brown 
sugar has gone out and white sugar 
come so largely into fashion. 
The 
sweet and 
pleasant muscovadoes, 
produced by simple boiling of the 
crude cine juice, could be employed 
for sweetening coffee, for the do­ 
mestic rice pudding, for the use of 
infancy, and for a great many other 
simple 
household 
purposea 
The 
half-rcfined moist sugar, commonly 
known as Demo rara, still holds its 
own for these daily purposea 
But 
raw beet-root sugar displays its ori­ 
gin by an unpleasant earthy flavor; 
it smacks of the soil too much, and 
carries with it reminiscences of a 
somewhat 
turnipy character. 
On 
this account brown sugar has gone 
out, especially in those coarse and 
treacly forms whieh delighted the 
palate of our unsophisticated child­ 
hood. 
Refining is at present almost uni 
versal, and the flavorless, insipid, 
loose-grained beet-root sugar, sawn 
into oblong bricks, has invaded our 
breakfast tables. 
The light, moist 
sugars now so much employed for 
cooking purposes are refined sugar 
of insufficient purity to be crystall­ 
ized into loaves. 
Cube sugar, on the 
other hand, which is so fashionable 
that it can afford to present the 
country with new national galleries 
of British art, is made up from the 
most crystallizable syrup, which runs 
away earliest from the charcoal cis­ 
terns of the refineries; but it is es­ 
pecially treated in peculiar melds, 
from which the remaining molasses 
is driven off with rude violence by 
centrifugal mac nines. 
The result 
is pure grains of transparent crystal
